There appeared no prospects 
of a let up, and the ready funds of' the 
bank being exhausted, suspension was 
inevitable, and is so regarded by other 
bankers consulted. Mr. Bunn was a 
man of considerable wealth, bill con- 
veys it all for the benefit of creditors, 
in which he is joined by his wife

house created considerable excitement, 
The extent of his interests and the 
general belief in his entire solvency mid 
wealth united to make his suspension a 
surprise to many. Monday's run was 
only an incident and not the cause of 
the suspension. 
It is rather attributa- 


ble to the shrinkage in value of real 
estate held by him and consequent una- 
vailable character of much of his as- 
sets 
A statement of tho latter und 


the liabilities., the assignee states, it 
will take somo days to prepare. 
The 


liabilities, there is good reason to be- 
lieve, will not full short (if $750,000, 
und may exceed that sum. The nomi- 
nal value of the assets is not much less, 
hut at forced sale can hardly bo expect- 
ed tn realixc half that sum, if so much. 


Much of the bitter feeling which ex- 


isted when tho bare ntmoiinenmcnt of 
suspension wns road on the bank door, 
in the morning, wns allayed when it be- 
came known that Mr. Bunn and his wife 
had assigned till their properly, of 
whatever description, foi the benefit of 
the bunk's creditors. 
Tho bank had 


many heavy depositor among stock 
men throughout Central Illinois, and 
upon fticm the suspension will full with 
heavy effect. 
The drain upon the sav- 


ings deposit, about $170,000, u few 
weeks ago, exhausted the ready money 
supply. Besides the shrinkage in the 
value of real estate, Mr Bunn lias lost 
heavily of "late years in his other inter- 
ests. His losses by the old Chicago 
XtpitblicHH, of which he was a large 
stockholder, were well known. 


A beet sugar investment turned out 


disastrously, 
Ilis vineyard in Me- 


nard county 
was not a profitable 


investment, nor until more recently, 
if at all, has the distillery at Itivcr- 
ton, in which he had a large interest, 
made money. The Opera House prop- 
erty, burned here a couple of years 
since, netted him a considerable loss, 
und the present building, also his, hits 
not proved paying property; so with 
watch factory stock und other invest- 
ments, all conspiring to reduce to in- 
solvency the millionaire of a few years 
ago. 
Conjecture is rife as to how much 


depositors will realize, but all figures 
must be and are mere guess work until 
the amount and value of assets can be 
ascertained. The suspension may cause 
temporary embarrassment to Home nf 
the merchants who banked there, a.s 
well tib lo private individuals, und it 
will especially work hardship to savings 
depositors. The wholesale grocery house 
of J. & J. W. Bunn.& Co. is not affect- 
ed by the suspension further than J.W. 
Bunn'.s interest, thrcc-eigbths extent. 
The house is solvent. Mr. Bunn has 
been forty-one years in business in 
Springfield, in banking most of the 
time, has occupied many positions of 
public trust, and has been held in high 
esteem in Central Illinois. The other 
city banks have generally had an active 
day, especially HO the Kidgley National, 
which .had large savings deposits. Much 
of its withdrawals was due to the bank's 
reduction in rate of interest from Janu- 
uary 1. The Kidgley paid out $65,000 
and upwards* and declares itself equal 
to all demands. 
The other banks also 


have a large supply of ready funds.

It is 
only five months old, and has not en- 
joyed the confidence of business men. 
The deposits arc something less than 
$10,000, and the assets arc unknown. 
Mr. S. If. Ransom, a wealthy citiien of 
Jersey City, at one time held the posi- 
tion of president. He said to a World 
reporter last night: 


"Last June Mr. Jneoh 11. Freeze, a 


man from Trenton, called upon mo and 
introduced me to his two brothers.— 
They wished, ho .said, to open a new 
Havings bank in Jorwy City, and show- 
ed men chuvtorobtained in 1875, which 
seemed to be regular. They wanted 
goine.solid men to enter the board of 
managers, und I named some gentlemen 
of my acquaintance, Henry Wild, Ilich- 
nrdOraut, und Samuel D.-Tompkins for 
the positions. They opened a bank in 
July last, and T noticed in their Hat of 
officers they had me down an president, 
and Mr. Edward Tl. Ncwbcrn as secre- 
tary. 
We, with the three Frccso broth- 


ers, Mr. LiviiigHtona, their brother-in- 
law, and the men I 'nad proposed were 
given out as managers. T culled, and 
was assured that everything wns.going 
«n all right. T told Newborn from time 
to time there *hould be a meeting of 
the managers. 
Tie assented, but kept 


deferring the cull to accommodate, «H 
ho said, Mr. Freosc, of Trenton. Sep- 
tember came, with no meeting.

It had about $170,000 in 
savings deposits, and on Monday sus- 
tained successfully a run of nearly 
$45,000. There appeared no prospects 
of a let up, and the ready funds of' the 
bank being exhausted, suspension was 
inevitable, and is so regarded by other 
bankers consulted. Mr. Bunn was a 
man of considerable wealth, bill con- 
veys it all for the benefit of creditors, 
in which he is joined by his wife

house created considerable excitement, 
The extent of his interests and the 
general belief in his entire solvency mid 
wealth united to make his suspension a 
surprise to many. Monday's run was 
only an incident and not the cause of 
the suspension. 
It is rather attributa- 


ble to the shrinkage in value of real 
estate held by him and consequent una- 
vailable character of much of his as- 
sets 
A statement of tho latter und 


the liabilities., the assignee states, it 
will take somo days to prepare. 
The 


liabilities, there is good reason to be- 
lieve, will not full short (if $750,000, 
und may exceed that sum. The nomi- 
nal value of the assets is not much less, 
hut at forced sale can hardly bo expect- 
ed tn realixc half that sum, if so much. 


Much of the bitter feeling which ex- 


isted when tho bare ntmoiinenmcnt of 
suspension wns road on the bank door, 
in the morning, wns allayed when it be- 
came known that Mr. Bunn and his wife 
had assigned till their properly, of 
whatever description, foi the benefit of 
the bunk's creditors. 
Tho bank had 


many heavy depositor among stock 
men throughout Central Illinois, and 
upon fticm the suspension will full with 
heavy effect. 
The drain upon the sav- 


ings deposit, about $170,000, u few 
weeks ago, exhausted the ready money 
supply. Besides the shrinkage in the 
value of real estate, Mr Bunn lias lost 
heavily of "late years in his other inter- 
ests. His losses by the old Chicago 
XtpitblicHH, of which he was a large 
stockholder, were well known. 


A beet sugar investment turned out 


disastrously, 
Ilis vineyard in Me- 


nard county 
was not a profitable 


investment, nor until more recently, 
if at all, has the distillery at Itivcr- 
ton, in which he had a large interest, 
made money. The Opera House prop- 
erty, burned here a couple of years 
since, netted him a considerable loss, 
und the present building, also his, hits 
not proved paying property; so with 
watch factory stock und other invest- 
ments, all conspiring to reduce to in- 
solvency the millionaire of a few years 
ago. 
Conjecture is rife as to how much 


depositors will realize, but all figures 
must be and are mere guess work until 
the amount and value of assets can be 
ascertained. The suspension may cause 
temporary embarrassment to Home nf 
the merchants who banked there, a.s 
well tib lo private individuals, und it 
will especially work hardship to savings 
depositors. The wholesale grocery house 
of J. & J. W. Bunn.& Co. is not affect- 
ed by the suspension further than J.W. 
Bunn'.s interest, thrcc-eigbths extent. 
The house is solvent. Mr. Bunn has 
been forty-one years in business in 
Springfield, in banking most of the 
time, has occupied many positions of 
public trust, and has been held in high 
esteem in Central Illinois. The other 
city banks have generally had an active 
day, especially HO the Kidgley National, 
which .had large savings deposits. Much 
of its withdrawals was due to the bank's 
reduction in rate of interest from Janu- 
uary 1. The Kidgley paid out $65,000 
and upwards* and declares itself equal 
to all demands. 
The other banks also 


have a large supply of ready funds.

All the : Southern 
States show this movement westward. 
The immigration from the North and 
the foreign countries does net fill this 
void.

37,237. whites and 22,162 colored, while 
Georgia on the cast had 7,787 whiles 
and 4,465 colored. All the : Southern 
States show this movement westward. 
The immigration from the North and 
the foreign countries does net fill this 
void. 
Land is ohciip, because the many 


soil, I and few buy. . Until this is re- 
versed, we can expect no splid prosperi- 
ty; hence those in authority should en- 
deavor to' arrest tliis movement, and 
make the country agreeable and pleas- 
ant for those born on the soi!4to live in, 
before immigration ean be expected^.—

great movement and until these are 
remedied it will continue.
